WASHINGTON, May 9.—-(4)—In 
an effort to rectify complaints that 
some share croppers and tenant farm- 
ers have been discriminated against 
under cotton reduction contracts, the 
farm administration today appointed 
eight extension service agents to “in- 
vestigate and adjust” all violations. 

At the same time, the administration 
disclosed it intended to refer to this 
group a report made public in New 
York today by Norman Thomas, the 
socialist, in which the cotton program 
is criticized. 

The Thomas report, based on a sur- 
vey of 500 tenants and share-croppers’ 
families in Missouri, Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, said the acre- 
age program is “unsound.” 

It was the second critical report 
made on the cotton program. The oth- 
er was conducted for the department 
by Dr..Calvip B. Hoover, Duke Uni- 
versity professor, who several months 

o.served the department as an ad- 
visor. This report Was made public 
10 days ago. 

. Agents Study Charges. 

As an. outcome. of the Hoover re- 
port, extension agents from eight 
southern states were called to Wash- 
ington this week to study charges that 
share-croppers and tenants were be- 
ing discriminated against by some 
landlords in the division of benefit 
payments made under the program. 

Their three-day conference. was 
concluded today with the agents be- 
ing designated to work as field men 
for the administration “to investigate 
and adjust all’ complaints, violations 
and misunderstandings under cotton 
adjustment contracts.” 

These agents are W. J. Green, 
Stillwater, Ark.; C. C. Randall, 
Little Rock, Ark.; C. C. Smith, 
Greenwood, Miss.; J. G. Oliver, of 
Athens, Ga.: FE. W. Gaither, of 
Raleigh, N. C.; Judd Brook, of Jack- 
son, Tenn.; C. W. Davis, of Baton 
Rouge, La.. and E. H. Ward, of 
Aiken, 8.

The Thomas report, along with all 
other complaints, will be referred to 
this committee.

con fulfilled its mission of discover- 
ing the theoretical “enemy's” fleet and 
reported its position or such other in- 
formation as it had been sent out to 
ascertain before being destroyed, 

The theory held by a large num- 
ber of navy line and aeronautie ex- 

erts is that a ship the size of the 
Macon would be expected to be de- 
stroyed in wartime after it fulfilled 
its mission by cruising over the large 
radius of which it is capable and re- 
porting the enemy’s movements. 

Being equipped with only five air- 
Planes its offensive power is at the 
minimum, but its wide cruising radius 
and speed afford it an unusual supe- 
riority over ships or even airplanes 
as an observer. 

Through constant testing over the 
last tem years the navy has been seek- 
ing both to improve airships and. de- 
cide exactly what mission they could 
best fulfill with a fleet in time of 
war. Ill luck, however, has followed 
closely the work of two American air- 
ships. The Shenandoah fell over Ohio 
in a storm with heavy loss of life 
and the Akron, sister ship of the Ma- 
con, crashed in a storm off the New 
Jersey coast. 

The only other word of importance 
to reach the navy department from 
the fleet’s maneuvers today was an 
intercepted message stating that Mon- | 
day night the cruiser Milwaukee and 
destroyer Simpson collided. No de- 
tails of the damage to the Milwaukee 
were given but the Simpson was pro- 
ceeding under tts own steam, accom- 
panied by the repair ship, Melville, 
to Guantanamo bay for repairs.

|Defendant Says He Stop 


ped Fight Between Leahy 
and Slain Man.

was concluded Wednesday afternoon.

In his unsworn statement to the 
Jury, the youthful defendant, who de- 
scribed himself ag a former Madison 
A. & M. football star, told of a liq- 
uor party precediug the shooting, and 
said that Elder was shot when he, 
the defendant, was attem -_ to pat 
Charlie Leahy, then employed in El- 
der’s remy business, out of the 
door of the er apartment. 

Says He Stopped t. 
Fulcher, while not directly charging 
Leahy with the shooting, said that 
Leahy and Elder had been arguing in 
the kitchenette of the apartment and 
that when they came out into the liv- 
ing room about to start a fight he 
separated the two men and pushed 
Leahy toward the- door, telling him 
to get out, and that he would take 
care of “Jockey.” 

“T heard some women crying in the 
hall,” Fulcher said, “and turned my 
head a moment. There was a flash 
and Elder fell back into a chair. 

I turned around Leahy was 
gone.” 

The defendant said that he was 
hit in the back with a pistol just 
after the shot, and that he picked up 
the weapon and, recognizing it as 
belonging to Baron Shaw, he threw 


lit out of the door into the street. 


In reference to a telephone conver- 
sation in the apartment soon after 
the crime was committed, Fulcher told 
the jury that Baron Shaw, whom he 
called at that time, had told him that 
if he had to serve any time if ac- 
cused of the shooting, he would see 
that he got a parole, or “spring” him 
himself. Fulcher said that prior to 
the shooting Elder had a small pistol 
on his person, which also was_testi- 
fied to by Miss Doris LeVame, de- 
fense witness, who swore that she 
saw a pistol in Elder's vest pocket 
when she met him at a bottling plant 
about an hour before the shooting. 

Tells of Phone Call, 

Henry Goldsmith, who said that he 
was a telephone order-taker for Baron 
Shaw prior to the shooting, and who, 
in response to a question as to wheth- 
er he would go back to that work 
after the trial, responded, “"* hope 
so,” testified that on the evening of 
the slaying Elder called him on the 
telephone And, yeferring to Leahy as 
“a little rat,” and using epithets, 
asked him to deliver a message. with 
reference to a debt owed Elder for a 
suit of clothes. GoJdsmith said that 
Leahy told him he was going out to 
the Elder apartment and see about 
the ‘matter, and that he advised him 
not to go. as “Jockey was mad.” 

Testimony of Miss Helen Barton, 
sister of Mtr ( 
testimony of the widow to the effect 
that just before the shot was heard 
Fulcher was standing within a few 
feet of Elder pointing a pistol at him,

“Japanese industry faces the crisis, 
calmly confident of its ability to meet 
the British challenge,” said a foreign 
office speaker, ‘‘and believing that this 
test eventually will further improve 
and strengthen Japan as an industrial 
nation.”

PARIS, May 9.—(UP)—Views of 
the ancient splendor of the Queen of 
Sheba, famed in Biblical story, were 
shown to the modern world for the 
first time here Tuesday. 

Photographs taken from a_low-fly- 
ing airplane, circling over a dead city 
in the Arabian desert believed to be 
the site of the Queen of Sheba’s long- 
lost glory, were published by Andre 
Malraux, adventurer and author. 

Malraux and Captain Corniglion 
Moliniere, a pilot companion, discov- 
ered the desert capital, partially cov- 
ered by the shifting sands of the cen- 
turies. They flew over it last April 
on a daring non-stop flight from their 
base of exploration at Djibouti, 
Africa. 

The photographs show a series of 
deserted buildings. Hundreds of tow- 
ers pierce the sky along a ridge, wind- 
ing snakelike nearly three miles in 
the desert. Fanatical tribes in the 
vicinity and the terrain made a land- 
ing impractical, Malraux reported. 

The city, now in ruins, showed 
traces of ancient wealth and splen- 
dor of design, the photograph indicat- 
ed. Its rambling confines descend in 
terraces to a stream on which it was 
located.

A curb on needless construction of 
office buildings during this period of 
the nation’s history was suggested

No organized power can con- 
tro] these minorities except the gov- 
ernment and then only with the as- 
sistance and co-operation of ‘the rank 
and fije of substantial business.” 

Spe@&ing further, and with refer- 
ence to national recovery, President 
Beck said: 

“We may not agree with all phases 
of the new deal program. The admin- 
istration admits that the plan has not 
yet been perfected. It takes evolution 
directed by the greatest minds of our 
@untry. It takes patriotism that dis- 
cards politics and most of all it takes 
patience and understanding and co- 
operation from the citizens of our 
country.”

The witness declared Sam Cahoon, 
64-year-old porter of the pail, indict- 
ed with Blunk but granted a separate 
trial, was working about the section 
of the jail occupied by Dillinger early 
on the morning of the escape. Dil- 
linger, Posey said, suddenly stuck 
some object into Cahoon’s ribs.

GENEVA, May 9.—(/)—The 
League of Nations today made public 
its suggestions for rehabilitation of 
China, which have been awaited with 
great interest in view of Japan's re- 
cent pronouncement of her “Asia for 
Asiatics” policy. 

The League plan, contained in a 
report by Dr. Ludwig Rajchman, 
League representative, will be dis- 
cussed by a committee of the League 
council May 14, when additional rec 
ommendations are ex * 

Recommendations of the report in- 
clude extensive a improvements, 
including the linking of provincial 
highways, flood control, and water- 
ways extension. Education, farm 
credits and hygienic improvements 
also would receivé funds from the cen- 
tral government under the plan. 

Expenditure of 15,000,000 Chinese 
dollars (about $4,500,000) for 1934 
ig recommended, of which 7,000,000 
would be for litking up highways. 
There have been Japanese objections 
to the latter project on the ground 
that the highways made useable for 
military purposes.

BY FLOODS, DROUTH| 


Forest Fires and Heat 


Also Add to Countries’ 
Misfortunes. 


By the Associated Press. 
Floods, drouth, excessive heat and 
forest fires left a trail of death, suf- 


| fering and property loss in six na- 


tions Wednesday. 

Canada and Norway were the scenes 
of floods which caused three deaths 
in the former country and were re- 
sponsible for a train wreck near Fet- 


sund, Norway, in which nine persons 
were injured. 

Hundreds of persons were home- 
less in Norway, as a result of high 
water in the Hitter and Glommen 
rivers. The Hitter changed its course 
and swept away a corner of the town 
of Reoros. 

The Glommen, normally about 100 
yards wide at Korkenaer, 
over a five-mile area, driving farm- 
ers as wel] as townspeople from their 
residences. Hot weather added to the 
misery of the refu 

In Canada bridges were wrecked, 
highways damaged and homes flooded 
by rivers and creeks in the vicinity of 
Port Arthur, Ontario, while in north- 
ern Alberta the Athabaska and Peace 
rivers went out of their banks, Many 
persons north of Edmonton were re- 
ported to be living on platforms built 
in trees. 

Floods in both countries passed 
their high points Wednesday, and the 
water began to recede. 

While too much water was causing 
trouble in those areas, portions of the 
United States and of Poland swelter- 
ed in excessive temperatures, and 
there was fear of serious drouths. 

Middle western thermometers rezis- 
tered marks which set official records 
for the month of May, and Warsaw 
reported a maximum of 113 degrees in 
some parts of Loland.

modern riding-boss does not differ 
very much from bis prototype of ante- 
bellum days. On some plantations a 
vicious system of frand and intimi- 
dation has replaced the older system 
of direct ownership of human work- 
ers.

it is safe to say that hundreds of 
bridge games and rubbers are lost day 
after day and week after week be- 
caure the correct suit or the correct 
card in a suit is not chosen for the 
opening lead. It must be admitted 
that a correct choice is sometimes ex- 
tremely difficult, and the field is one 
in which even the wisest and the 
most experienced of us may easily err. 
However, often the bidding or the 
lack of it will furnish some kind of 
clue to the choice of the suit. and the 
card that may afford a chance to de- 
feat the contract. 

In today’s hand, as a double dum- 
my proposition—that is, with all 
cards exposed—no opening lead would 
defeat the contract, but as a practical 
proposition there is one lead which is 
almost certain to accomplish that re- 
sult. The lead of any other suit 
could only have the effect of giving 
the declarer an opportunity to readily 
fulfill his contract. The hand and 
bidding were:

What Is the Percentage? 


Every good bridge player knows 
that percentage is to be considered in 
making certain plays only when no 
inference can be drawn from either 
the bidding or play as to the distribu- 
tion. It might be well to pass on to 
you a little information as to this 
same percentage on two kinds of prob- 
lems that often present themselves. 
Please don’t ask me to prove them, 
just take my word for it. 

When you have nine trumps in the 
combined hands including the ace, 
king and the queen is the only high 
card missing, what is the proper 
method of play? Lead the ace. This 
may show up a freak distribution or 
drop the lone queen. If neither hap- 
pens and both defenders follow, then 
lead the king. The advantage of this 
play over finessing on the second 
round is eight per cent in favor of 
dropping the queen. 

What to do when holding seven 
trumps in the combined hands and 
missing the jack. Straight leads will 
give you about five per cent the best 
of the play. You need not take my 
word for these two examples, but 
that of Arthur Stein, whose articles, 
“What Are the Odds,” are highly in- 
teresting in the May Bridge World.

The bidding has gone; north, one 
notrymp; south, two notrumps; 
north, three notrumps. You are sit- 
ting east and hold the following four 
hands against that bidding. What 
would you lead?

All in all, the business picture, 
while indicating continuance of a 
Jarge volume of activity in the face 
of the usual seasonal trend, was not 
sufficiently inspiring to prompt fresh 
buying of stocks, and selling was 
resumed as traders concluded that the 
previous day's gang was merely a 
technical rebound, 

Commodities generally turned some- 
what soggy. Wheat ran into profit- 
taking and closed off about 1-2 cent 
a bushel, and cotton futures lost 45 
to 65 cents a bale. 

Motor Share Action. 

Selling in the share market was 
rather active in the motors, and Gen- 
eral Motors, Chrysler, Hudson and 
Nash all got down around a point. 
Silver shares reacted almost as much 
as they advanced yesterday. United 
States Smelting lost about 6 points, 
and American Smelting more than 2. 

In the rails, there was considerable 
activity in New York Central rights, 
which expired today.

The stock 
traded today around 29, and closed a 
fraction higher. The rights closed at 
1 1-2.

NEW YORK, May 9.—(UP)— 
Stock traders tonight again had turn 
ed apathetic, and in some cases a 
little fearful of the market. 


They still sought an incentive for 
trading but were skeptical that any 
such incentive could be: found until 
after congress disposes of some of the 
troublous legislation. There was no 
immediate general disposition to un- 
load. holdings, but likewise there was 
no indication of any buying movement. 
As many forecast, there was an 
early attempt today to extend yester- 
day's rally—most of which was based 
on silver news—into today’s trading. 
But the ardor had died. Prices slow- 
ly sagged. Trading dried up and by 
the close losses from fractions to more 
than five points with only slightly 
more than a million shares exchanged. 
Tonight there was nothing of a 
formidable nature before the trader. 


Silverites Hopeful. 


Silver adherents still ho the con- 
ferences with administration officials - 
would result in favorable silver legis- . 
lation. But a dash of cold water came 
during the day when President Roose- 
velt was represented as saying he 
did not consider such legislation 
“must” at the present session of con- 
gress. 

Chief factors before brokers and 
traders continued to be the stock mar- 
ket bill. Other influences may crop 
up, but brokers and traders continue 
to worry over the fate of stock mar- 
ket operations under the regulatory 
bill and will continue to do so until 
the measure is definitely made law. 
Meanwhile industrial and legislative 
problems of the moment included such 
items as: 

Rising steel production with the 
Youngstown rate up one point. The 
magazine Iron Age cast a little dis- 
appointment in its weekly review by 
Saying, motor ear production appar- 
ently had passed the peak. 

Commodities Nervous. 


The commodity situation continues 
nervous. Some sections of the mid- 
west reported rains or cloudy weath- 
er. But Kansas reports continued to 
tell of drouth. Cotton prices fluctuat- 
ed nervously. Rubber futures slipped 
badly. Some public buying has gone 
into. these commodity markets but 
volume still is light. 

Railroad carloadings are only about 
seasonal, 

Building contracts for April were 
lower than the preceding month. 

The situation existing over foreizn 
debts and token payments, while hav- 
ing no immediate effect on the market, 
adds to the general nervousness of 
the trading group. 

Retail trade, however, continues to 
furnish some cheer. Chain stores re- 
porting thus far are showing fairly 
good sales gains although some fears 


‘have been expressed that volume may 


drop if the drouth continues in the 
farm sections where there is vast 
purchasing power.

ing a treatment. 

In the pneumothorax treatment the 
lungs are collapsed by the injection of 
air’ and the infected tissues given a 
chance to heal without the “constant 
irritation from breathing. 

The lung returns to its normal 
position in 60 to 90 days. 

Dr. Massee called it “unquestion- 
ably the most effective surgical” meth- 
od of combatting. the disease, and 
though it was a comparatively simple 
surgical procedure, fatal results might 
follow. : 

He told of the case of a negro 
woman who, apparently improving aft- 
er several treatments, died after being 
given an injection. He said such re- 
sults often were caused by air em- 
bolism. The woman died of a heart 
paralysis. 

Earlier Dr. Léwis M. Gaines, of At- 
lanta, told the association about a 
medical relief association which had 
been joined by 268 members of the 
Fulton County Medical Society and 
offered medical aid to persons who 
could ill afford to pay for expensive 
treatment. 

The association, in operation since 
April 1, in a tentative organization, 
provides medical care for persons in 
the lower income brackets at a fee of 
$1.50 a month. 

Membership is limited to persons 
who do not make more than $75 a 
month’ with no dependents; $125 a 
month for persons with one dependent ; 
$135 a month for persons with two de- 
pendents; $145 a month for persons 
with three dependents, and $150 a 
month for persons with four or more 
dependents. 

Membership is limited to individuals, 
although more than one person in a 
family may belong. 

Dr. Gaines said 5,000 persons are 
needed to assure success in Atlanta, 
although 10,000 would be the ideal 
number for a city of that size. 

The physicians accept a lower fee 
rate in treating members of the as- 
sociation than they usually charge. 

Tomorrow the committee on refer- 
ence, headed by Dr. C. W. Roberts, of 
Atlanta, will offer recommendations 
on a code for relief charges; sterili- 
zation, birth control and socicializa- 
tion of medicines.

Members of the association pre- 
dicted that its full support would be 
given the medical school and they also 
forecast the indorsement of the legis- 
lation to eliminate quacks and to pro- 
tect confidential relations between 
physicians and their patients. 


The house of delegates adopted a 
proposal to honor each year the phy- 
sician of the state who has been most 
active toward stamping out  hook- 
worms in Georgia—a move proposed 
by the Ware county society. 

Dr. - D. Reavis, of the Ware 
County Medical Society, made an of- 
fer to the association of a loving cup 
to honor that doctor doing the great- 
est work toward stamping out hook- 
worm. 

Dr. Allen H. Bunce, of Atlanta, 
secretary-treasurer of the association, 
told the house of delegates that the 
present arrangement between the doc- 
tors and the relief officials in Geor- 
gia is as satisfactory as in any other 
southern state, with the exéeption of 
the mileage fee. 

The house referred to a committee 
a proposal to ask candidates for the 
state legislature to support a basis 
science law applicable to all medical 
practitioners in the state, 

A special committee wa8 named to 
consider a schedule of fees for phy- 
sicians in workmen’s compensation 
cases. 


League May Not Survive Crisis, 
London Speaker Tells Athens Meet 


ATHENS, Ga., May 9.—(#)—The 
League of Nations may not survive 
the “present crisis” in world affairs, 
Dr. Frank Darvall, head of the history 
department, Queens College, London, 
said in a speech here today before the 
I:ustitute of Public Affairs, 

Dr. Darvall said the League couid 
not function properly in a “world of 
belligerent nationalisms such as that 
of 1934.” : 

“It must be at a discount while 
great nations, Russia, Japan, Ger- 
many and the United States of Ameri- 
.ca, are embarked on huge experiments, 
whose issue is uncertain and which 
wholly absorb the energies and inter- 
est of the peoples. It may not sur- 
vive the present crisis.” ) 

The speaker said that if national- 
ism succeeds internally it will in- 
volve as a second stage, “if interna- 
tional disaster is to be avoided,” agree- 
ments between the newly integrated 
national states; an international! plan 
is the logical consequences of prop- 
erly conceived national plans. If 
it fails, chaos can only be avoided by 
a swing back towards international ob- 
jects as well as agreements. 

Dr. Darvall said the absence of Rus- 
sia and the United States of Ameri- 
ca has hurt the League but that the 
two countries look like becoming, in 
practice, though not yet in law, mem- 
bers of the League. “Their acces-

sion to the collective system,” he con- 
cluded, “is at least as significant as 
Germany’s and Japan’s notice of with- 
drawal from it.” 

: Opinion Differs. 

Few Europeans realize the “new 
dea!” in the United States is a “‘re- 
form policy as well as a recovery pol- 
icy’ and a difference of opinion exists 
regarding the program, the institwee 
was told tonight by Dr. Darvall, in 
his second speech of the day. 

Mostly, he said, they think of it as 
a recovery policy and judge it by its 
success in promoting rapid, general 
recovery. On this basis and because 
American recovery seems no greater 
and no more general than world recov- 
ery, he said, they are beginning to 
doubt its efficacy. | 

“If they understood how much it 
is a reform policy,” he said, “which 
would willingly postpone recovery if 
necessary in order’ to avoid a mere 
return to the 1929 conditions, they 
would judge it on a different basis 
and more tolerantly. ... 

“They are, of course, a little prej- 
udiced against the American policy 
because it is so national and care- 
less of international | repercussions. 
Europe feels a little irritated that all 
hope of international debt, tariff and 
currency agreement has had to be 
deferred while president and  con- 
gress in America made their series 


of experiments.”
